The Navy disclosed this Satur-| 


day night in a somewhat terse 
announcement that the 45,000-ton 


0C0-ton battle cruiser Hawaii 
would be “guided missile 
ships.” Both ships were started 
as conventional design vessels, 
but construction was 
when the rockets and atomic 
bombs of the final phases of 
World War II marked the arrival 
of a new day in warfare. 

The announcement by V. Adm. 
E. L. Cochrane, Chief of the 
Navy’s Bureau of Ships, was 
sparing of detail but left broad 
implications. Said he: 

“The Navy’s experiments with 
guided missiles have always con- 
templated eventual shipboard in- 
stallation, although design stud- 
ies were handicapped until the 
Navy had more progress in the 
development of guided missiles. It 
is still too early to make any fore- 
cast of the ultimate design char- 
acteristics of these ships except 
that they will be guided -missile 
warships.” 

It was patent, however, that the 
announcement marked the end of 
an era—the age of the rifled gun 
in the main batteries of American 
naval ships. That gun came into 
general use by the Navy soon aft- 
er the close of the Civil War. 

Naval design men, talking in- 
formally, pointed out that the de- 
structive power of capital ships 
can be increased enormously by 
use of far-reaching missiles homed 
to the target by electronic beams 
or drawn there by the attraction 
of the steel or heat in the target 
itself. And, designers say, the ad- 
vent of the rocket with atomic 
blast warhead is just around the 
laboratory corner. 

Although the main weapons of 
the two big fighters will be a 
drastic departure from tradition, 
there is no indication that atomic 
pile power plants have reached 
the point where they can be in- 
stalled as propulsion units in ves- 
sels. Both hulls have convention- 
al. design power plants.

HOG RECEIPTS LOW 

Receipts of hogs at principal 
Western packing points this week, 
for example, hit a new low of 27,- 
100 head, compared with 222,400 
during the preceding week and 
154,400 in the corresponding week 
last year. 

Dressler blamed the shortage on 
Government controls and called 
for a “free market.” 

Such a market existed and pro- 
duced ample meat supplies last 
month before the Decontrol Board 
restored OPA meat ceilings, 
Dressler said. 

He added that the new ceilings

Continued From First Page 
assurances that the Greek Spit- 
fire was off its course. It was re- 
ported that the Greek commander 
in Salonika was ordered to meet 
the Yugoslav commander at Ghev- 
gheli for an investigation of the 
incident. The Greek pilot in- 
volved was identified as Sub-Lt. 
Georgios Tanganakis. It was said 
he once flew a plane which picked 
up Marshal Tito in Yugoslavia 
during the war and that Tito had 
personally decorated him with the 
Yugoslav Military Cross. 


DRASTIC DECREE 

The Government's drastic de- 
cree reimposed over all of Greece 
the so-called “extraordinary law” 
which had been in effect until 
nine days ago in Epirus and Mace- 
donia. It was lifted two days be- 
fore the referendum for the bene- 
fit of local and foreign opinion. 

The edict suspends ordinary law 
and gives police the power to ar- 
rest anyone whom they suspect 
may be.planning any action con- 
sidered “dangerous to public or- 
der.” Such persons are tried im- 
mediately by military courts, 
which have the power of sending 
the suspects into exile, keeping 
them in prison or imposing other 
penalties. 

It is designed in theory to make 
the “suppression of bandits” more 
easy but in effect allows the po- 
lice to arrest anyone they please. 

The Government indicated 
measure was due to what it called 
“increased Communist activity” 
since the election last Sunday. Ac 
tually, however, it was no secret 
that the measure stemmed from 
alarmist reports of the possjbility 
of attack from the North. 


DISTURBED BY “ROCKETS” 

The Government has been ex- 
tremely disturbed ever since it 
was reported that “rockets” were 
seen over Salonika a week ago. 

The British military investi- 
gated the Salonika reports and 
found them baseless. They re- 
ported that possibly they had been 
started by someone who had seen 
signal flares. 

The Ministry of Public Order 
issued a- statement Saturday 
claiming there had been an attack 
by a band of 100 alleged Com- 
munists on the police station at 
Leontarion, near Larissa. It said 
the police fled to the hills and the 
bandits looted the town. No cas- 
ualties were reported in the a)- 
leged affair. 

Another plane 


“incident” was 
reported Saturday involving a 
low-flying UNRRA plane which 
was spraying DDT as part of the 
campaign against malaria. 

SHOT DOWN BY HUNTERS 

The plane was shot down Thurs- 
day near Pyrogos in the Pelop- 
penesus by two duck hunters who 
said they opened up with their 
shotguns “for sport.” The pilot 
was wounded in the left hand. The 
hunters were arrested. 

Explaining the Spitfire incident, 
Acting Premier Stylianos Gonatas 
told the United Press it was “an 
official expression of what we had 
seén in advance—that the Yugo- 
slavs have claims against our 
country.” 

Gonatas did not explain exact- 
ly, what he meant. He said it was 
true that the Spitfire was armed 
but said this was “for defense 
against Communist bands in the 
North.” He said it was an acci- 
dent that the plane flew into 
Yugoslavia, ) 

Indicative of the state of appre- 
hension in the country a number 
of opposition party. leaders Satur- 
day said that Greece must stand 
united in defense against her 
neighbors. 

This was the first time that the 
oppositionists had indicated any 
tendency toward backing up the 
Government. Some of them 
coupled their statements with at- 
tacks on the Government, charg- 
ing the Government was responsi- 
ble for the present situation.

“The joint Chiefs of Staff are 
extremely gratified by the con- 
duct and results of the atomic 
bomb tests and consider the en- 
tire operation an unqualified suc- 
cess,

Navy men believe that although 
the traditional big 16-inch heavy- 
weights in their heavily armored 
turrets mounted on barbettes will 
be gone from the Kentucky and 
Hawaii, the ships probably will 
retain much of the conventional 
anti-aircraft batteries. 

The Kentucky, a 900-foot hull, 
was designed for a main batté@ry of 
nine 16-inch guns mounted in three 
turrets. ‘6 

The Hawaii, 808 feet long, was 
to have had a main battery of 12- 
inchers, The néw battle cruiser 
class was designed to meet the 
erstwhile threat of Germany’s 
pocket battleships.

Women's Group Hears 
Plea To Aid Europeans

MACON, Sept. 7—The necessity for American women to aid the 
European women was emphasized here Saturday night by Miss Sally 
Butler, of Indianapolis, Ind., newly elected president of the National 
Federation of Business and ‘Professional Women’s Clubs. 


Speaking before the leadership 
conference of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Business and Professional 
Women’s Clubs, Incorporated, at 
Wesleyan College, Miss Butler 
said, the women in 12 European 
countries are interested in what 
women can and must do to help 
bring about world peace. 


by Miss Butler 
from the recent board meeting of 
the International Federation in 
Brussels, the first in eight years. 

“The women of Europe look to 
the women of America to help 
them,” Miss Butler said. “They 
are doing so much with so little. 
If we forget or refuse to realize 
their suffering and misery, we 
will invite and encourage another 
war.” 

Continuing Miss Butler said, 
“The women of Europe know the 
importance of peace in a way we 
in America can not comprehend. 
It was paramount in the-minds of 
each delegate that if there is to 
be a future peace the influence 
of women must be dominant in 
every phase of planning.” 

Miss Butler said it was the 
unanimous opinion of delegates to 
the meetings in Brussels that 
women must have full recogni- 
tion, and that women must have 
a place on every committee and 
commission of the United Nations. 

She explained that many of the 
delegates and board members at 
the board meeting in Brussels 
withstood the horrors of war and 
overcame the difficulties of travel, 
clothes and expenses to attend the 
sessions. Miss Butler talked with 
delegates who had been prisoners 
of war and served terms in con- 
centration camps, and all had 
are anxious to see what they can 
do to help build a greater world: 

According to Miss Butler .the 
women at the meeting were all 
emphatic in their desire to make 
the committee on the status of 
women a full committee instead 
of a subcommittee.

Putting the magic of the Carib- 
bean within a hop, skip and a 
jump of 50 Eastern cities, an East-

Experiment To Lead More Youths 
Into Church Pays Off for Pastor 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 


Every Wednesday night during the closing 
Summer, the kids of the Cascade Heights-Beecher 
section have been flocking to the midweek serv- 
ices of the Cascade Methodist Church. 


In place of a handful of adults who hereto- 
fore loyally attended the solemn prayer meet- 
ings, large numbers of children, from four years 
old and upwards, telephoned the pastor eagerly 
during the week’ to be sure that he planned to 
have his meeting on Wednesday night. 


Today the Rev. James J. Sneed, pastor, says 
the church’s experiment in pointing its Wednes- 
day night programs toward the children and 
sateen people is accomplishing its intention—-of 

eading the youths into the church. 


Movies, which used to be frowned upon by 
churches, were used by the Rev. Mr. Sneed to 
attract the children of any and all denominations 
in his community. 

Believing that the churches generally do not 
appeal to children as much as they should, the 
Rev. Sneed began flashing cartoon comedies and 
travelogues on a screen in the Cascade church to 
entertain the appreciative young visitors. Mixed 
with the cartoons and travelogues each Wednes- 
day night was a religious picture—such as “No 
Greater Power,” “Calling of Dan Matthews,” and 
“In His Steps” (movie based on the best-selling 
book by Charles Sheldon). After seeing the 
movies, the children joined in games and were 
served refreshments.

One hundred and fifty children and voung 
people usually came to the church movies, the 
pastor said. He laughed as he added that this 
children's _program usually brought out 
adults than his adult meetings. The adults came 
to bring their children.

Police Chiefs Warn of Use 


Of Firearms in City Limits 


‘Warning that the lives of thousands of unsuspecting citizens are 
being endangered by the “criminal carelessness” of people who allow 
children and young boys to shoot firearms within the city limits, 
was sounded yesterday by Police Chief M. A. Hornsby, of Atlanta, in

“These are just two cases of 
people who were hit,” Chief 
Hornsby said.

The chief said he could not em- 
phasize too strongly the necessity 
of keeping firearms in a safe place 
out of reach of children. 
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Chief Tyler, of East Point, at- | & 


tributed much of the “wild shoot- 
ing” to the release of ammunition 
and said he had many complaints 


of stray bullets and .22 rifle shot 


“flying around.” 


“Discharging firearms within the 


city limits except to protect one- 
self or one’s property is a viola- 
tion of the city ordinance,” Chief 
Tyler said. He pointed out the 
penalty for violation of the ordi- 
nance in East Point is a fine rang- 
ing from $5 to $50 and or impris- 
onment from five to 90 days. In 
Atlanta the penalty is 30 days in 
jail or $100 fine or both. 

Chief Tyler said his practice was 
to confiscate firearms and return 
them only after a serious talk with 
the parents of the youngsters 
caught with them. Use of sling- 
shots, air rifles and cannon is also 
against the law in Atlanta, accord- 
ing to the city code.

Georgia veterans had borrowed 
more than twenty-six-and-one- 
half million dollars under the Gl 
loan provisions of the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act at the

The situ- 
ation rises with great tension to 
the not unexpected denouement. 

For a first novel this is a dandy 
job. Somewhat in her book the 
author remarks that novels are 
long because writers are lazy. She 
has pruned her own book and 
given it ‘ strong and simple 
structure. he knows the society 
of which she tells—in which 
naivete and thick ankles are the 
only sins. Her people tend to talki- 
ness, not entirely excusable even 
though they are articulate types 
who work out their problems in 
speech. But her characterizations 
are good, except for Nicky, who is 
never more than ai cardboard 
lover, as lifeless as Judy and Mark 
are real, 

Although the problems in this 
book are moral, the author is no 
moralist, rather a _ psychiatrist 
who watches the patient flound- 
er, then steps in at the crucial 
moment with sensible advice—in 
this case, to face facts and make 
the best of them.

The Stuttgart Manifesto 


sec. Byrnes’ restatement and clarifica- 
tion of U. S. policy toward Germany, as 
set forth at Stuttgart on Friday, serve a 
needed purpose both here and abroad. 

There was, to be sure, no radical. de- 
parture from previous enunciation of our 
hopes and plans for the democratization of 
Germany. Indeed, there is being evidenced 

reassuring continuity and consistency 
herein. But there was also an unmis- 
akable note of practicality, of being pre- 

ed to step down from the ethereal plane 
ipon which our original policy was pro- 
jected and meet the challenge to it in a 
firm and feasible fashion. 

It was, in a sense, a direct answer to 
the July 10 statement on Germany by So- 
viet Foreign Minister Molotov, a declara- 
tion of Russian policy exploited by Com- 
munist leaders throughout the occupied 
arcas 

Molotov: had said that while Germany 
could rightfully aspire to a return to self- 
government, such a move was many years 
off 

Byrnes, on the other hand, indicated 
the time might be near at hand when a 
provisional German government can be 
established. 

“While we shall insist that Germany 
observe the principles of peace, good 
neighborliness and humanity, we do not 


ny power or to live under a dictatorship, 
or domestic,’ the Secretary de- 
“The American people hope to see 
peaceful, democratic Germans become and 
remain free and independent.” 

There will inevitably be those who will 
fear the returning, so soon, of self-govern- 
ment to the Germans. But Sec. Byrnes has 


" " 


made it abundantly clear that security 
forces will remain in the conquered Reich 
for a period of many years and that it 
should be only “under proper safeguards” 
that the German people be given primary 
responsibility of running their own affairs. 


Increasingly it has become apparent 
that the divided occupation of Germany 
makes for conflict and inefficiency. Allied 
co-operation in occupying Germany has 
broken down almost completely with the 
result, as Sec. Byrnes admitted, that “the 
Allied Control Council is neither govern- 
ing Germany nor allowing Germany to 
govern itself.” 

“It is not in the interest of the German 
people or in the interest of world peace 
that Germany should become a pawn or a 
partner in a military struggle for power 
between the East and West,” Byrnes de- 
clared. “The occupation did not contem- 
plate a prolonged foreign dictatorship of 
Germany’s peacetime economy or a pro- 
longed foreign dictatorship of Germany's 
internal political life. Large armies of for- 
eign soldiers or alien bureaucrats, however 
well motivated and disciplined, are not in 
the long run the most reliable guardian of 
another country’s democracy.” : 

Thus admirably has our spokesman 
stated this nation’s official views. They 
accurately reflect, in our opinion, the 
thinking of virtually all of this country’s 
people. 

Thus again have we taken the offensive 
diplomatically. 

Positive, aggressive democracy has 
given its reply to communism. Certainly 
we do not always agree. But at least, at 
this time, no one can say there is any rea- 
son for either misunderstanding the other, 


Roswell Road Needs Immediate Repair 


For years residents of Roswell Road 
and the city of Roswell have dreamed of 
a day when their road could be resurfaced 
and a cut-off through the center of town 
completed. 

Recently Gov. Arnall stirred almost 
forgotten hopes with announcement that 
Roswell Road would be resurfaced and the 
cut-off finished. 

Affected citizens hardly had time to 
appreciate the news, however, when the 
Governor informed the Fulton County 
Commissioners the State’s plans to resur- 
face the road could not be executed, and 
the Commissioners indicated completion 
of the cut-off remains in the projected 
stage. ; 

All of which is regrettable. Roswell 
Road is not a county road alone, but a 
State and Federal highway, and it is in 
need of work more than any other road 
in North Georgia of comparable impor- 
tance. 

Laid 25 years ago, it has been touched 
oniv once for a three-mile bit of resur- 
facing from Lakemoore Drive north to 
Glenwood Drive. 


Yet this 12-mile stretch of road is the 
lifeline to North Fulton County and the 
towns of Roswell and Alpharetta. There 
are no railway facilities .in the vicinity. 
The road supports the-movement of all 
freight, produce and lumber to and from 
that section, and is part of the only direct 
route out of Atlanta to Dahlonega. 


The cut-off was planned to eliminate 
four 90-degree turns on the road in the 
center of Roswell. Roswell obtained the 
right-of-way and the county laid the road 
and scraped it. That was seven years ago. 
It is still not completed. Its condition is 
even more shameful now because it was 
chosen for the location of Roswell’s new, 
modern Recreation and Health Center. 
Red dust from the road already has dirtied 
the building’s white exterior even though 
the Center has not been opened. 

It is the hope of The Constitution, and 
most certainly of the Roswell Road resi- 
dents, that Fulton County and the State 
of Georgia will bend every effort to com- 
plete these two projects at the earliest 
possible moment, despite the obstacles at 
present facing the two goverriments,

Did the fact of our bigness and the efficiency of our machines 
do something to us as people? Great corporations, working many 
thousands of men and women, of necessity had to regard their 
production in terms of units, not. men. Employes became numbers, 
not persons. 

They themselves, a great mass, ceased to think as individuals 
and began to think in terms of masses, or groups. The vast plants, 
covering hundreds of acres, made it impossible for an individual to 
act for himself. 

The very fact of concentration in certain cities created a new 
American. An individualist, he had to give up being one and 
join with others to get his rights, to establish his working conditions. 


Bigness He felt that he really was not working for anyone at 

all. He had no boss of whom he could be proud or 
fond or to whom he could go. The stockholders and their blood 
pressure were the final authority. And this feeling of bigness and 
of vagueness and of not really working for any person also did 
things to American thinking and to American emotions. The crea- 
tion of tremendous industrial cities created new and special prob- 
lems. In such cities and States the industrial regions obtained the 
balance of power in politics. And this, too, began to do things to 
American thinking. Bigness was not achieved without cost. Big- 
ness itself now worries about being big. 


The man on the farm and the man in the city now move farther 
and farther apart. 


Gulfs between capital and labor, between rural and urban 
people, grow steadily wider. Everyone knows this is a bad thing 
for both. There are too many instances of stubborn, willful posi- 
tions in which the vital and necessary quality of arbitration or of 
genuine, collective bargaining is:-missing. No one seems able to do 
anything about it. 


Peo le People generally are not happy... They do not know 
Pp why they are unhappy. The great productive genius 
of war is not able to solve the housing shortage, for instance. There 
are many things wrong with it, but one thing wrong with it is 
wrong with everything else—the national sickness of frustration. 
With a pent-up demand for all goods, luxurious and durable, that 
will require years to fill, the stock market quivers with a strange 
dance which makes many remember 1929. There are many de- 
mands for labor.. More pefsons are at work than ever before in 
peacetime. Yet many of them at work are not happy, are not doing 
good work; are not using their skills and training well. More and 
more across America there are people saying, ‘Nobody gives a 
damn any more.” 

When you come to think about it, you realize that we are in 
a sort of flight from reality and that, Miss Sue said, is a little 
nutty.

We were discussing the changing status of 

women. How the female of the species had

was no more than a chattel slave to the male, confined in a harem 
of one sort or another. 


The emancipation of women has taken thousands of years, 
but no one can doubt, at least in the United States, she has achieved 
equality with the male, at the very lowest estimate.

There must be a fair proportion who, having 
tasted the lure of the machine shop, won't want to go back to the 
keeping of a home. 


And then we figured, if the little woman insists on wearing the 
overalls, it must be, in some cases, that the husband has to take 
over the household tasks. This, you see, was surmise only, but it 
seems logical. If so, you have right now some instances of a com- 
plete reversal of the sex place in economic society. The woman 
becomes the breadwinner and the man keeps the home attractive 
for her, does the cooking, washing and cleaning and sees to it the 
children have clean clothes when they set off for school. 


oe It is not many years since the presence of a woman 
In Politics in Congress or a State Legislature, or in any elec- 
tive office, was a novelty so rare it was written about all over the 
nation. Already it is an old story. The legislative body without 
a female member or two or three is a rarity and we vote for women 
as officeholders as a matter of course. 


The day when approximately 50 percent of our lawmakers and 
officeholders will be women is already talked of, foreseen.

Appellate Court and 
Minimum Sentences 


A far-reaching decision affecting hundreds of 

Georgia prisoners and their hopes for freedom 

. has been handed down by the State Court of 

Appeals. It forbids the State Board of Pardons and Paroles from 

releasing a prisoner until he serves his minimum sentence. Here- 

tofore, the Board has released hundreds of persons who had served 

only one-third of the minimum terms, Now the Board has changed 

its rules to comply with the court decision. A person sentenced to 

serve from three to five years will have to serve at least three 
years, instead of being released at the end of one year, 


A test case already has been filed to force the Board to return 
to its old policy. This mandamus will be heard in Fulton Superior 
Court Monday. Hundreds of prisoners who face prospects of hav- 
ing to serve the other two-thirds of their sentences will be watch- 
ing these proceedings closely. Hundreds of persons already have 
been released from prison before they served their minimum sen- 
tences. 


A lot of disturbed prisoners point out they will never get a pa- 
role under this new ruling. About one-fifth of the prisoners are serv- 
ing sentences which read: “Not more than 20 years and not less 
than 20 years.’ Formerly they could expect to be considered for 
parole in seven years. Now there is no parole for them, Because 
when they serve the minimum sentence to become eligible for 
parole, they also have served their maximum term and don’t need 
parole.

: When a judge gives @ man a 
Indeterminate Sentences sentence of “from one to 20 
years,” it is known as an “indeterminate sentence.” Board Members 
Edward B. Everett, Helen Coxon and Grover Byars asked clarifica- 
tion on their authority on these “indeterminate sentence” prison- 
ers when they first took office. Grady Head, then Attorney Genera! 
and now a member of the Supreme Court, ruled the Board could 
parole such a prisoner immediately after his conviction, A Geor- 
gia law enacted in 1919 required a prisoner to serve his minimum 
term, but the constitutional amendment and enabling act creating 
the Parole Board said the Board could parole a prisoner “after 
conviction.” Head also ruled that a convict with a good prison 
record should be released automatically upon completion of his 
minimum sentence. Many prisoners have obtained these “con- 
ditional releases,” which differ from “paroles” in that they are 
automatic releases. 

The Appellate Court killed these “conditional releases.” The 
court saw no contradiction in the 1919 law and the present law, 
since the present law doesn't specify when “after conviction’ a 
convict can be paroled. The Court ruled the prisoner becomes eligible 
for parole upon completion of his minimum term—but he is not 
automatically released as heretofore. The Court observed that it 
was useless for a trial judge to sentence a person to an “indeter- 
minate sentence” of from three to five years if the Parole Board 
had authority to free him the day after his conviction. Under this 
proposition, the trial judge should forget the “indeterminate sen- 
tence’ and merely impose the maximum sentence and leave it to 
the discretion of the Parole Board as to when to free the prisoner. 


: There is some unfairness in the way the 
Some Unfairness present rule is working. The decision ap- 
plies only to “indeterminate sentences.” It does not affect life term- 
ers nor misdemeanor prisoners, since these persons are sent up 
for the maximum and have no minimum sentences. Therefore, the 
Board can continue paroling lifers at the end of seven years and 
misdemeanor prisoners when they have served only one-third of 
their minimum sentences... While the lifer can get out im seven 
years, however, a person given a straight 20-year sentence has to 
serve all of it. It seems unusual that the Parole Board has authority 
to pardon a person the minute he is convicted, and thereby turn 
him back on society with no supervision and no strings attached 
—yet, it cannot place him on parole, keeping him under super- 
vision of trained leaders, until after he has served his minimum 
term. 

The Parole Board is complying with the Appellate Court’s 
decision. But in order not to be caught in a jam should this decision 
be reversed or should the Legislature change the law in January, the 
Board still is considering for parole prisoners who have served 
only one-third of their minimum sentence. If it finds these prison- 
ers worthy of releasing, they do not free them. But it files the 
report so they can be released immediately at any time in We 
future. ,

Times of Their Day 
And the Seasons 


He said: “It happened just about dusk dark.” 
I don’t remember now what story he was telling, 
nor what it was that happened at that time of 
se rang in my mind like the tolling of an old, 
long-forgotten bell, and as he talked on, my mind drifted off, think- 
ing of the old expressions I used to hear when I was a youngster 
on my grandfather’s farm—the phrases used to describe the times 


One o’clock was “hitching up time,’ 
out” at 12 when the bell rang and came in from the field to find din- 
ner on the table. He didn’t delay. He washed and sat and ate and was 
up from the table in 15 minutes and ready for a half-hour of lusty 
snoring with a newspaper over his face to keep the flies off, before 
time to get back to the fields by 1 o’clock. And 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon was quartering time again. And after 3 o’clock you measured 
time by the sun. “Two hours by sun,” or an “hour by sun,” meaning 
“before sundown.” I never heard of sunrise or sunset. It was sun- 
down or sunup. A man in the fields all day, every day, season in 
and season out, could tell within a minute or so how high the sun 
was above the horizon. Yet the setting of the sun didn’t mean the 
end of labor, for the teams stayed in the fields from sunset to first 
dark. And after first dark came dusk dark, or dusky dark. 
sometimes “good dark,” or twilight.” And that was the time of day 
that was known as milking time. I have heard many a witness tes- 
tify in court that something happened about milking time and neither 
judge nor jury asked for a closer estimate of the hour. 

There were divisions in these evening hours which were known 
and understood by all, too. “Taking out time” preceded “feeding 
time,” naturally, and feeding time ran about concurrently with 
milking time. And dusk dark was also known as good dark, and 
sometimes, among the Negroes, as “deep dark.” The man who came 
by the house about first light might be hailed again as he passed 


First dark had another description, too, but 
was used mainly in connection with church serv- 
ices. Protracted meeting would start, always, at 
a beautiful phrase, but seldom used in connection with lay matters. 

It was not necessary to be too specific about months, or the 
days of the month, either. Everyone knew what was meant when 
planting time was spoken of, or laying-by time, or protracted meet- 
ing time, or cornshucking time, or hog-killing time. Of course, it 
was necessary to know that court would open on the Monday after 
the first Sunday in such and such a month, and it was common 
knowledge that the Sheriff’s sale was always held on the first 
Tuesday, and that preaching would be held at one church on the 
first and third Sundays, and at another on the second and fourth. 


But it was only the town folks who lived by the 
watch, dividing the hours into halves and quarters 
and minutes. The country folk lived by the sun and the seasons, 
and I think maybe one reason so many of them lived so long was 
because their lives were timed to the great leisured orbit of the 
turning earth, instead of the hurried, frenzied ticking of a watch. 

But I run on too long about nothing much, for this ought to 
have been upstairs to the printers... five... 10 


I never knew a house that didn’t have a clock on the mantel 
and calendars on the walls. And I don’t think I ever knew a man 
who didn’t carry a watch, a big, fat, loud-ticking watch which he 
had from his father or grandfather and which he wore attached 
to a leather thong and slipped in that little pocket in the bib of his 
overalls. But I can’t recall ever hearing a man say that something 
happened at a particular time of day, nor on a certain day of the 
month, except perhaps, when speaking of a death they would say, 
“He died on the 23d day of April,” or when recalling a big rain 
they might say that it came on a certain day. But generally the 
times of day and the seasons were spoken of in looser terms, be- 
cause, after all, an hour or so, or a day or so, one way or the other, 


And the times of day were described, as 
I remember, by the height of the sun, or the 


The very early morning, for instance, when near things are 
vague in outline and far things have no shape and the first pink 
blush of dawn is just beginning to show in the east, was known 
as “first light,” and it would be said that “He come by the house 
about first light.” And a little later, when all things became clear 
and the red rim of the sun itself was beginning to show, was 
“just about good light,” or “good day.” I don’t think I ever heard 
it referred to as “dawn.” On the other hand, for dawn’s companion 
time, the word twilight was often used, which I think. was the 
influence of that old song beginning, “Twilight is stealing, over 
the sea: Shadows are falling, soft o’er the lea,” which 
thought was a pretty song, and one to make the heart swell in the 
breast if there was a good bass bearing down on the deep notes, 

The middle of the morning was “quartering time in the morn- 
ing’ to the plowboys, being about

The folks of Toccoa and Stephens County are 

having a very different kind of get-to-gether this 

Poe Friday night. It is a meeting to discuss the dilu- 

tion of industry with agriculture—not the dilution of agriculture 

with industry, as is usually the case.

Cinema Cuties Wear Black Eyes 
As Films Embark on Era of ‘Violence’ 


Black and blue is the new color 
scheme in Hollywood and most of 
the lovely ladies of the land of 
make believe are wearing a big 
hunk of beefsteak with it on the 
right eye. 

Not since the deaf and dumb 
days of the cinema, when Lillian 
Gish caught haymakers on her 
photogenic chin and Pearl White 
spent six days a week jumping off 
cliffs in a sad sack melodrama has 
the Hollywood femme taken such 
a beating as she does today, 

And even lovemaking is rugged 
in the modern movie. Lana Tur- 
ner can attest to that. She’s been 
the victim of more foul play than 
a 1922 model pin-up girl ever 
dreamed of. Bob Taylor adminis- 
tered a kayo punch to her jaw in 
“Johnny Eager,” Spencer Tracy 
choked her to death in “Dr.

This unamorous form of “neck-

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Lucrezia Borgia's Evil Reputation Was 
Probably Undeserved. When Hus- 
bend Alfonso of Aragon Returned to 
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By John Erskine 


UCREZIA BORGIA, one of the 
| most beautiful women in _ his- 
tory, has also been known as 

one of the wickedest, but this dark 
fame is probably undeserved. She 
derived it from her family which was 
as scandalous as it was eminent... In 
the year Columbus dis- 
covered America, 1492, 
Lucrezia reached the 
green age of 12, but al- 
ready she had been be- 
trothed to one mah and 
married to another, and 
the marriage had been 
annulled. Lucrezia was 
given a superb education 
in languages and the fine 
arts. 

In the Italy of that day 
statesmen made use of 
the combined techniques 
of diplomacy, rofhance, 
and assassination. Histo- 
Yrians do not now credit 
the legend that one of 
Lucrezia’s fine arts was 
the art of. poison: The 
worst that can be said of 
her ,with certainty is that 
her beauty was used by 
her family as a pawn in 
its political schemes. She 
was married off here and 
there, wherever she could 
do the most good. Her 
wishes were not con- 
sulted. It was easy to 
make matches for her, 
for she combined good 
looks. with charm and 
kindness of manner. 

To give her whole rec- 
ord, at the age of 11 she 
was betrothed to Don 
Cherubin de Centelles, 
Spanish nobleman. The 
engagement was broken 
almost immediately and 
she was married by 
proxy to Don Gaspar de 
Procida, son of the Count 
of Aversa. 

Pawn to new ambi- 
tions, Lucrezia suffered 
her marriage to be an- 
nulled and in February, 
1493, she was betrothed 
to Giovanni Sforza, lord 
of Pesaro. The wedding 
took place in June. The 
family then turned its at- 
tention to an alliance 
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with the King of 
Naples, who unfor- 
tunately was not on 
good terms with the 
house of Sforza. Gio- 
vanni immediately 
took his wife to Pe- 
saro for safety——for 
his safety. So far, 
he was wise. In 
1497, however, the 


marriage was an-. 


nulled on the excuse 
that there were no 
children. 

The alliance with 
Naples was then 
strengthened by mat- 
ing Lucrezia to Al- 
fonso of Aragon, 
Duke of Bisceglie, a 
year older than her- 
self, a handsome 
youth, a relative of 
the Neapolitan King. 
The poor fellow was 
deeply in love with

her and she with him, and they 
promptly had a son. But Louis XII 
of France had designs on Naples, 
and the Borgia family elected to 
support Louis. Alfonso of Aragon, 
not liking his prospects of longevity, 
left Rome inva hurry, and for a while 
declined all invitations to return. 
Since Lucrezia, therefore, had noth- 
ing to do at the moment, she was 
sent to Spoleto to receive the homage 
of the city and to govern the place 
temporarily. She was then only 
17 or 18. 

In 1499 Alfonso, off his guard, 
rejoined her in Rome, and a year 
later was murdered by order of her 
brother Cesare. Upon this incident 
chiefly rests the legend of Lucrezia’s 
wickedness. Alfonso’s relatives and 
friends said, naturally enough, that 
She lured him back to his death. 
Political life in Italy at that time was 
no Sunday School picnic, and brother 
Cesare was beyond question a thug, 
but there is no evidence that Lucrezia 
approved of murder or ever con- 
sciously lent herself to it. Her taste 
was -for the arts rather than for 
politics, and though it’s a strange

thing to say of a Borgia, she may 
have been a good woman. 

After her husband’s funeral, she 
was married to another Alfonso, 
heir to the Duke of Ferrara. Neither 
the Duke nor his son had much con- 
fidence in the Borgias, but the wed- 
ding took place in Rome, in Septem- 
ber, 1501, and Alfonso, as soon as he 
met Lucrezia, lost his heart complete- 
ly. They settled down at Ferrara, in 
Lucrezia’s 22nd year. 

As Duchess she became the 
patroness of the poet Ariosto, of 
Cardinal Bambo, the philosopher, and 
of Titian, the painter. 

She and the Duke had three sons 
and a daughter, and she devoted her 
time to the education of her children 
and to charitable work. When she 
died in 1519, not yet 40, she was be- 
having like a member of the Ladies 
Sewing Circle, only better looking 
than the average. Of course, gentle- 
men would fall in love with her, and 
her husband was jealous, but can 
she be blamed for that?

After a 
few strokes toward her husband she turned to 
make sure her baby was safe.

RNEST HEMINGWAY, one of America’s most 
famous authors, has been married to. four 
different women, but he’s really had only one 

wife. He described her in his half-million-dollar 
book, “For Whom the Bell Tolls,” in this wise: 

“Now she looked him full in the face and 
smiled. Her teeth were white in her brewn face 

and her skin and eyes were the same golden 
tawny brown. She had high cheekbones, 
merry eyes and a straight mouth with full 
lips. Her hair was the golden brown of a 
grain field that has been burned dcark in the 
sun, but it was cut short all over her head 
so that it was but little longer than the fur 
on a beaver pelt.” 

This was Maria, his romantic ideal, who 
lived in his mind long before she found her 
way on paper. ‘Three of Hemingway's wives 
were, and one is, a reasonable facsimile of 
Maria. ‘Those who didn't resembic her when 
they married the robust, forthright writer 
soon were moulded to her pattern. For Hem- 
ingway set the style and his wives, perforce, 
conformed. 

They clipped their hair—even bleached it 
when necessary—to emulate Maria’s stream- 
lined coiffure. ‘They changed their  per- 
sonalities to suit the author’s preconceived 
notion of what a wife should be. They 

sought to inspire by example. 

Wives one, two and three divorced him and 
with their change of legal status they gratefully 
resumed their natural temperaments and physical 
attributes. Wife No. 4, whom he wed recently, 
is still Mrs. Hemingway. 

Nevertheless, Ernest’s consistency in the mat- 
ter of the short, boyish bob has set a trend the 
nation can’t forget. The Maria-style haircut is 
coming back with a rush. 

Some hairdressers call this the feather bob, 
but Hemingway is the artist. 

Antoinette Donnelly, fashion expert, warns 
that danger lurks in a too-hasty decision to 
boyish bob. 

“Be awfully sure you'll look right,” she says. 
“If you want to make the step, play safe and 
leave it long enough so that it can be combed 
several ways. ‘Then you've a better chance of 
finding one style that suits you. Remember, the 
real boyish bob is an irretrievable move. If it’s 
not right there’s nothing you can do about it.” 

Nevertheless, women, young and old, are 
crowding the country’s beauty salons and leaving 
their tresses behind, regardless of warnings. ‘The

bob is the latest style and the ladies are con- 
forming to the established Hemingway pattern. 

The current Mrs. Hemingway, the former Mary 
Welsh, is a ‘closer approach to Maria than any 
of the three ex-Mrs, Hemingways. In fact, aside 
from her sapphire-blue eyes, she’s a dead ringer 
for the fictional heroine. 

It was to third wife Martha Gellhorn, well- 
known writer, that Hemingway dictated and dedi- 
cated “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” Up to that 
time Martha, who has a mind of her own, had 
refused to heed the author’s wheedlings that she 
adopt the Hemingway hair formula. However, 
as she took down her husband’s vivid description 
of the lovely Maria with her “golden brown hair 
cut short all over,” she began to waver. Perhaps 
the astute Hemingway had foreseen the effect 
of his forceful word. portrait, had hoped it would 
arouse a desire for imitation in Martha. 

If such was his intent he was entirely suc- 
cessful. Martha cropped her hair to the Hem- 
ingway standard brand and re-colored it to match 
Maria’s. She was still not Maria in the flesh, 
but it was a good start. As if this physical trans- 
formation were not enough, the usually resolute 
Martha docilely changed her personality to fit 
Hemingway's pattern—a radical departure from 
nature that ultimately led to their break-up. 


AA aesttA was not the only one affected by the 
imaginary Maria. Ingrid Bergman, who 
played her on the screen, cut her hair Maria-style 
and, it goes without. saying, took the Spanish 
waif’s personality, too. 

It was in 1941 that Martha, then little known 
in the literary field, visited Key West, Fla., with 
her mother. In her tour of the resort’s gay spots 
she happened upon a popular bar wherein was a 
bar stool bearing the great Hemingway’s name: 

At this time Martha herself had had more 
than her share of disappointment in love. While 
roaming Europe she: had. become enamored of, 
married and divorced one Count Bertrand de 
Jouvenel, a gentleman journalist. 

And Hemingway loomed as a romantic figur® 
entirely aside from his literary prowess. It had 
been only a short time before that that, cor- 
rectly or not, he had established himself as a 
prizefighter par excellence. 

He said he had slapped down Author Max 
Eastman. Eastman had said he dumped Ernest 
on his head, whereupon Hemingway boldly chal- 
lenged his adversary to battle for $1000—winner 
take all. The cause of this extracurricular spat 
was a piece by Eastman called “Bull in the 
Afternoon,” in which he wrote: 

“Come out from behind that false hair on 
your chest, Ernest. We all know you.” 

Curious, Martha asked the manager if Heming- 
way really frequented the bar, and if so, could 
she meet him? The manager assured her that the 
writer was a regular patron—-so regular, in fact, 
that it was thought only fair to provide him with 
his own aecommodations. Furthermore, Martha 
was.at perfect liberty to wait until the great man 
showed wp. 

Martha did wait, and her reception was more 
than polite. Hemingway took one loek at her 
and was head over heeis in love. 

In 1944, after three years of earnestly trying 
to be “Maria” Hemingway, Martha regained her 
own character in a flash of perception. This 
was, she declared vehemently, that the renowned 
Hemingway was decidedly not the Great Lover 
his litéfary works would indicate. 

As the flickering candlelight of love died out, 
Martha hied herself back te America to think 
things over. Visiting her mother in St. Louis, 
the GeHhorn temperament recovered its full 
stature and Martha made her decision. She was 
going to get a divorce. 

Meanwhile, Hemingway had sailed for Cuba 
to relax and reflect. He waited in vain for Martha 
to become the contrite homing pigeon but when 
it was obvious she wasn’t fooling about calling it 
quits he sued for divorce himself on grounds of 
desertion. He told a sympathetic court that his 
beloved had chosen a writing career in preference 
to the Hemingway idyll. He got his decree. 

Martha, back in Engtand by the time the legal 
details were straightened out, reacted not at all to 
the news. shé-was no ionger Mrs. Hemingway, 
Unperturbed, she refused to comment. Heming- 
way out of her life seems to have worked no

hardship on her ereative talents, nor to have left 
her with a romance hangover. She's let her hair 
grow out again and erased the last vestige of 
Maria from her personality. 

Nor do Hemingway’s first two wives appear 
to have suffered any permanent injury from the 
hair-and-personality quick-change act they put on 
at his behest. 

First it was Hadley Richardson, of Martha's 
home town, St. Louis. Hemingway wed Hadley, 
member of an old, established family, in 1921, 
when he was a Struggling young author yet to 
make his name. Even at that early stage, 
however, he had definite ideas about womanhood 
and coiffure. Hadley clipped her hair down to 
a typical bob of the early 1920s, and tried des- 
perately to live up to hubby’s Maria, who then 
Was some years away from literary creation. 

Six years later Hadley gave up, and Heming- 
way took as his second bride Pauline Pfeiffer, a 
good friend of Hadley. Polly started out with 
the. right idea, acquiring the conventional Hem- 
ingway bob and striving for the Hemingway fem- 
inine personality, She had considerable success, 
hanging on for 13 years, but she, too, decided to 
become Polly Pfeiffer agaim just one year be- 
fore Hemingway ran smack into Martha. 

If the record is an indication of the future, 
the fourth Mrs. Hemingway will retain that title 
for a long time to come, because she’s always 
gotten what she wanted. 

The only daughter of Thomas J. Welsh, a 
wealthy lumberman, Mary spent her early girl- 
hood in the wilds. of nerthern Minnesota and 
Canada. Her father, now living im Chicago, looks 
with some discernment on Mary’s marriage to 
Hemingway, her second matrimonial. venture. 
Realizing that a foray into the Hemingway realm 
calls for extraordinary traits, he declared quite 
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optimistically: . 

“By reason of an early life in the north woods 
that has givem her eourage and stamina, my 
daughter should make a very suitable companion 
for Mr. Hemingway.” 

Mary showed her flexibility of temperament 
at the tender age of eight, when she was initiated 
into the Squaw Point Band of the Chippewa In- 
dians and became the particular pet of Chief 
Caw-caw-can. After high school her mother 
wanted her to teach, but Mary. had her heart 
set on journalism or music. 

She went to Northwestern University, where 
she decided on journalism. After two years she 
quit and took a job on a florists’ magazine. In 
1931 she joined the staff of a Chicago daily and 
in 1935, her horizon widened and, her ambition 
whetted, she journeyed to England with the pur- 
pose of landing a job on Lord Beaverbrook’s 
London Daily Express. 

Lacking the medium of a formal introduction, 
Mary crashed a tea party at Beaverbrook’s house. 
She talked long and hard but Beaverbrook wasn’t 
taken in by Yankee ingenuity. 

She didn’t get the job. 

Later on, in Chicago, she caught up with Beav- 
erbrook again—and again Beaverbrook Said no. 
Undaunted, Mary followed him to New York and, 
in self-defense, he said yes. As a member of 
the Express staff Mary covered the war, the only 
woman correspondent assigned to the R.A.F. 
Later she transferred to the foreign staff of 
an American magazine. 

While Mary might have walked right out of 
“For Whom the Bell Tolls” as Maria incarnate, 
she is far from a figment of the imagination. In 
fact, she gives every indication of being a prac- 
tical, hard-headed young lady who will have a 
word to say herself about changes in the Heming- 
way menage. No longer, for instance, will the 
Hemingway trade-mark—his bristling, fierce-look- 
ing beard—be seen about the premises. 

How Mary broached the subject will probably 
never be revealed, but when Hemingway walked 
down the aisle in Havana recently, lo and behold! 
—his beloved beard had disappeared and in its 
stead was the bare, beaming ehin the world had 
not seen in years! 


HOUGH this loss must have occasioned him some 

bitter reflections, he refused to let it dampen 
his spirits. After the ceremony the bridal couple 
and their friends gathered for a champagne 
party, during which the men present engaged in 
a marksmanship contest, popping champagne 
corks at a bull’s-eye drawn on the wall. 

It was all very gay and full of promise and 
Mary was very sure she'd try awfully hard to 
live up to Hemingway’s Maria. 

Coiffure experts warn that not all ladies can 
duplicate Mary’s romantic experience simply by 
shucking 90 per cent of their hair. For instance, 
the boyish bob that Hemingway dotes on often 
makes other men shudder. A girl will do well, 
they caution, to consider the likes and dislikes of 
her masculine friends before taking the shearing. 

Hemingway set the hair style for Hemingway. 
If the nation’s fair sex follows suit there is no 
guarantee that the results will be 100 per cent 
idyllic. They weren’t for Hemingway.

Their Song Has Been a Nation's Air of Conviviality for Four Decades, 


but Neither Messrs. 


Gerard and Armstrong, 


Nor the Publishers, 


Thought They Had Anything Special When They Wrote It.

Forty-three years ago the 
song was born that today (and for 
decades that have slipped down mem- 
ory lane) is symbolic of the peculiar 
fellowship that develops as the bar- 
keep mixes the final nightcap or the 
dinner host stirs one for the road 
or the great and good friends of a 
2 A. M. meeting float homeward down 
a sleeping street. 

“ ..At night, dear heart, For you 
I pine...” 

Richard H. Gerard, the man who 
dreamed up those durable words, now 
has retired after 42 years in the 
United. States postal Service to pick 
up his rhyming pencil again. and— 
at 70-—-to compose anew in the quiet 
of his white clapboard cottage.in a 
part of New York City where theré 
are green grass and shade trees and 
scampering squirrels. To: compose, 
yes—but not  boogie-woogie, not 
swing, not anything concerning ce- 
ment mixers or meatballs; to com- 
pose ballads that, like “Sweet Ade- 
line,” will roll down the years on 
the lips of people gay at heart. 

“...In all my dreams, Your fair 
face beams...” 

“Sweet. Adeline” had an inauspi- 
cious beginning. Gerard didn’t think 
it was anything special. Neither did 
Harry Armstrong, who wrote the 
music. Neither, as a matter of fact, 
did several publishers, who kicked it 
around for months. 

“You're the flower of my heart, 
Sweet A-del-ine.” 

Armstrong and Gerard got to- 
gether just after the turn of the cen- 
tury when Armstrong, finding Bos- 
ton unsympathetic to the tunes he 
was turning out, went to New York 
in search of a lyric writer. 

That was in the days when Lillian 
Russell was playing at Tony Pastor’s 
and Marcus Loew, later a movie mag- 


4d My A-del- 
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nate, was running a penny arcade on 
New York’s 14th Street and Jimmy 
Walker was growing up in Greenwich 
Village with an aptitude for song- 
writing himself. 

It was just after Tin Pan Alley 
moved from Luke O’Connor’s Colum- 
bia ,Garden on Greenwich’ Avenue, 
where John Masefield, quite unknown 
then as the poet laureate of England, 
paused after a trip at sea to clean 
cuspidors, set out the free lunch and 
help tap a fresh keg of beer. 

When Armstrong arrived in New 
York, songwriters made their head- 
quarters in a saloon on 28th Street 
presided over by Joseph Engel, a 
brother-in-law of Joseph M. Schenck, 
who made fame and fortune as a 
Hollywood producer. 

Schenck and Armstrong roomed 
together in those days and soon

things over at the 28th Street bar. 
Armstrong already had written the 
music for a song but he needed some 
words to accompany the tune. 

He explained his predicament to 
Gerard, who decided to try to help. 

Gerard retired to his home in 
Greenwich Village and devised lyrics 
which he titled “Sweet Rosalie.” 

The two collaborators tried ped- 
dling their opus around, but ran into 
complications since one of the first 
things they discovered was that a 
song with Rosalie in the title was 
about to be published. 

With complete faith in their own 
song, Gerard went back to his desk 
to compound a new name. He found 
it in a variation of the name Adelina 
Patti, the great soprano of the time. 
So “Sweet Adeline’ came into being.

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Publishers still were unim- 
pressed. Finally, the song was 


submitted to M. Witmark & 

Sons, but not without objec- 
tion. The publishers said there was 
no such name as Adeline, and they 
contended that to be correct the 
name should be pronounced as 
though it were spelled Adeleen. 

“Adeleen doesn’t rhyme with 
pine,” Gerard protested. “It’s got to 
be Adeline.” Adeline it stayed. 

In those days, royalties were mea- 
ger. There were no radios or juke 
boxes. In the first two years, Gerard 
and Armstrong collected $600 to S800 
each from “Sweet Adeline.” So they 
sold their rights for $1,400. 

The song picked up financially 
after that. It was sung in burlesque 
and by Jessie Reid in the “Follies.” 
John F. (Honey) Fitzgerald used it 
as his theme song in his campaigns 
before he became mayor of Boston 
in 1906-7 and 1910-14. President Wil- 
son counted it among his favorites 
and Maj. Gen. Smedley D. Butler, 
retiring from the Marine Corps in 
1931, asked his men to join him in 
Singing it. 

Gerard and Armstrong began col- 
lecting again when the copyright was 
renewed in 1930. 

Under the law, a song passes into 
the public domain if the copyright 
is not renewed in the 28th year, and 
only the authors have the right of 
renewal. 

Since then, with the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers looking after their inter- 
ests, Gerard figures “Sweet Adeline” 
has brought approximately $100,000 
to them over the years. 

Gerard has written the lyrics for 
about 250 songs-—such numbers as 
“Down by the Silvery Rio Grande,” 
which he sold for $3 because he 
needed a new hat; “I'll Be Your Dew- 
drop, Rosey” and “In the Golden 


Autumn Time, My Sweet Elaine. 
Actually, his name is Richard Gerard 
Husch. He scrambled it for publica- 
tion purposes when his first song, 
“The (Guessing Coon,” caused An- 
thony Comstock, the bluenose of the 
Mauve Decade, to raid the Village 
spot where it was being sung. 

His post office clerkship, he says, 
was a sort of backlog when checks 
from publishers were in sums of $20 
or $30. It was “something to do.” 
He started writing lyrics when he 
was 18 and now, not contented with 
collecting his pension checks from the 
Government, he’s thinking up new 
ideas, especially for “a few hits” like 
“Sweet Adeline.”

F ALL the great works of

Prompt surgery and penicillin pre- 
served his life, but 50 years ago he 
would have ended it a grinning, in- 
articulate imbecile. No avenue of 
approach seemed open, until, finding 
that the hemispheres on the right 
side were intact, Captain Eisenson 
taught Sergeant Z to write lefthanded.

The way was open 
to bring back speech. oday, ex-Ser- 
geant Z successfully operates his own 
filling station. 

Each individual is a new problem 
to the Mind Menders and like avid 
detectives they set about solving it, 
applying techniques or devising new 
ones as called for by the condition 
of the patient.

commissions amounting to $150,000. 

The model man got his Start in 
the agency busfnesSs seven years ago 
by being a Powers model. 

Conover lost weight during his 
strenuous summer and now he’s down 
to 170 pounds which is pleasant pad- 
ding for his six feet. His hair is 
thick, brown and curly. He says his 
eyes are green. His smile is flash- 
ing, and his manner completely con- 
fident. He prefers to wear dungarees 
and a sweatshirt, but since he has to 
be a good advertisemeft for his own 
business, he dresses immaculately. 

He scoffs at the idea that he is 
an introvert. He did say that in his 
youth he might have been on the 
defensive.

The list of dos and don’ts for 
front office ogres were drawn up by 
S. L. Workman, 43, an officia! of the 
Association and himself the front of.- 
fice dictator for some 1,400 girls who 
roll out the work for the world’s 
largest secretarial service. 

The key to a happy, productive 
office, Workman said, lies 
in the executive more so 
than in the employe. To 
prove it he offered only 
six commandments for sec- 
retries. 

Tere’s the list for ex- 
ecutives, as given by 
Workman: 
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1. Thou shalt not take thy secre- 
tary out to lunch. Pretty soon the 
boss who does so will be telling her 
what pretty brown eyes she has, and 
she’ll be telling him how nice he is to 
work for, etc., etc. What will the 
rest of the employes think?

MATTER how innocent their 
iitention, prankish hazings at 
colleges and the weird and 

mock-solemn initiation ceremonies 
practiced by various fraternities and 
sororities occasionally end in tragedy. 
Only recently Georgia Stevens, an 
18-year-old co-ed at the University of 
Texas, died in a hospital at Austin, 
‘Tex., from burns she contracted dur- 
ing a mystic sorority ceremony. 
The secret and highly formal 
initiation rites were to be held 
in the sorority’s two-story home. 
The pledges, including Miss 
Stevens, attired in flimsy eve- 
ning gowns, were gathered on 
the upper floor. They were 
ready to pass along a narrow 
hallway flanked by flickering 
tapers, leading to the room 
where the main ceremonies 
were to be performed. 
| The girls solemnly began to march 
down the hallway in measured steps. 
As Miss Stevens walked along, she 
brushed against a lighted candle. In 
no time her dress was afire. 
Frightened by the sudden flame, 
the dignified precession broke up and 
the sorority sisters ran screaming in 
all directions. Panicky Miss Stevens 
fled down the stairs. Two of the girls, 
who hadn’t lost their heads, grabbed 
her and beat out the flames with their

bare hands, suffering minor burns. 

Hearing the commotion, some 
male students from an adjoining fra- 
ternity house came rushing to rescue. 
They sped the three girls to the hos- 
pital. Miss Stevens was hadly 
burned. Bioeod transfusions did not 
save her. Two days later she died. 

No formal investigation of the 
tragedy was undertaken. Officials of 
the university were convinced that it 
did not result from horse play or 
extreme carelessness, The fraternities 
and sororities on the campus, how-

ever, have taken steps to make their 
future initiation ceremonies safer. 

Some of the tragedies resulting 
from college pranks have been the 
outcome of thoughtless yet calculated 
and often cruel methods of hazings 
and initiations. 

For years St. Louis University’s 
chapter of a medical fraternity had 
put its pledges through a grueling 
initiation ritual. The pledge was 
blindfolded and stripped. ‘Then sev- 
eral parts of the body were daubed 


with lampblack and _ collodion. 

After that the smeared pledge was 
laid on a table while the brothers 
around him loudly discussed the her- 
rible things in store for him. In this 
physical and psychologica) state he 
was suddenly given a mild shock with 
an induction coil charged by two dry 
cell batteries. Although a harassing 
experience, the prank was considered 
safe—until it happened. 

Robert Perry, 20, of Harrisburg, 
Iill., with some other candidates was 
being initiated and had gone through 
the preparatory stages of the queer 
rites. When the time came to give 
him the electric shock, a spark 
caused by a short circuit in the 
coil set off a flash of blue 
flame. The spark had ignited 
the ether fumes from the col- 
lodion bottle. In a split second 
Perry himself was im flames. 
He wildly leaped up from the 
table and ran into a wall. Sev- 
eral brothers cornered him and 
rubbed out the flames. Next day 
Perry died of shock from burns that 
had seared most of his body. 

Just as fatal was the campus 
prank pulled by Montress Freeman, 
a husky 230-pound football tackle of 
the Birmingham-Southern College, 
who decided to haze his life-long chum 
Olen Westbrook, a slim senior of 
Howard College, also of Birmingham, 
Alabama.

Shortly before the annual football 
game it was the practice of the 
students of each school to try and 
capture youths from the rival college 
and shave their heads. Freeman de- 
cided to go after Westbrook. 

Freeman found Westbrook work- 
ing behind a counter in a drug store. 
The slim boy vainly tried to persuade 
Freeman to leave him alone. 

As he retreated to the rear of the 
stere, Westbrook saw a pistol on the 
prescription desk. Hoping to frighten 
the big fellow, he seized the pistol] and 
pointed it at I'reeman. ‘This failed 
to stop Freeman and, suddenly, 
the gun went off. Freeman was 
killed on the spot. As a result the 
rival colleges have called off their 
annual brawls. 

Every auiumn brings hell-week, 
when freshmen are hazed and pledges 
initiated. The purpose in both cases 
seems to be to reduce the neophyte 
to abject humility by abuse. 

At a Southern university a pledge 
is laid on the floor, his hands securely 
tied behind his back. Then molasses 
is poured on his bare chest and 
sprinkled with kernels of corn. After 
that some chickens, starved for days, 
are placed on the prostrate pledge. 
The persistent pecking of the hungry 
fowl is most agonizing-—and the 
chickens’ claws scratch, too. 

No matter how harmless physical- 
ly, few victims come through hazing 
mentally the same. It takes most of 
them weeks to overcome their anguish 
and regain their normal personalities. 
Humiliation takes time to wear off. 

When a boy was recently injured 
as a result of hazing, the Fort Col- 
lins, Col., school board issued a warn- 
ing that all pupils participating in 
such activities will be suspended and 
prosecuted under state law.

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James King of William, Founder of the San 
Francisco Bulletin (Now the Call-Bulletin), 
Dared Expose the Crooked Bankers and 
Politicians Who Ruled Lawless California 
in the Golden Days of °49. The Editor's 
Life, Taken by a Killer, Brought Law and 
Order to the Pacific Coast

HE first pages of California history were 
Teriten in gold—magic letters of gold that 
reached out like a magnet and drew thousands 
of adventurers from every part of the nation. 
The next few pages were written in blood. The 
crimson words tell a story of wanton murder, of 
grafting officials who milked the public cash 
boxes, of crooked bankers who ruined their de- 
positors, of an orgy of crime so violent and wide- 
spread that it was accepted as a routine of life. 
Between the years of 1849 and 1856, 1,000 per- 
sons were murdered in the State of California. 
There was but one legal hanging. 
Hub of the adolescent West was San Fran- 
eisco with her waterfront joints, her assay offices, 
banks and express depots, her dance halls, saloons 
and gambling houses, her painted: streetwalkers 
and conniving politicians. 
It was in this wild city that a slim lad of 33 
and a partner founded a newspaper in the fall of . ‘ 
1856. The young man had a royal-sounding name, <i 
James King of William; a wife, six children, very Hii 
little money and a lot of courage. 0 


He was born in Georgetown, D.C. (Now West § Oe pwn, 
Washington) in 1822. By the time he was 16, Bes: ON ek 
there were several James Kings in the capital sy 
suburb and considerable confusion resulted. So 
he added the name of his father to his own and 
thereafter was known as James King of William. 

When the young man prepared the first edition 
of The San Francisco Evening Bulletin, he had 
little newspaper experience to help him. He had 
worked briefly on the old Washington Globe be- 
fore coming west.. He had been a miner in the 
early days of the gold rush—and he had hit it 
lucky. He had been a merchant supplying the 
needs of the gold seekers, and he was successful. 

He became a banker and before long, James 


King of William was regarded as a millionaire. 

Then banks began to totter. The panic of the 
00s grasped the West and sent business after 
business into bankruptcy. 

An agent to whom he had entrusted huge 
sums to purchase gold had squandered the money 
on worthless stocks. His bank failed—-but a driv- 
ing force of honesty, courage and fair play led 
him to give up his personal fortune to pay off the 
deficits of his bank. 

San Francisco’s merchants, politicians, gang- 
sters and financiers paid little attention when the 
word spread that James King of William was 
about to try his hand at newspapering. What dif- 
ference could one more paper make? 


OME of San Francisco’s newspapers of that day 

accepted the corruption as a matter too com- 
monplace to combat. Some, it was obvious, were 
in close liaison with the lawless elements. Others 
just didn’t care. 

James King of William cared. He cared so 
much that he founded The Bulletin to break the 
death grip of evil from the city and state.

And for that courageous battle, James King of 
William, martyr for an unshackled press, was 
selected a few weeks ago for a stirring tribute by 
Sigma Delta Chi, the national journalistic 
fraternity. 

In the lobby of the San Francisco Call-Bulletin, 
San Francisco’s oldest newspaper, Sigma Delta 
Chi has dedicated a bronze plaque commemorating 
the martyrdom of its first editor, champion of 
free men and honest journalism. 


JAMES KING of William dipped his pen in 
potent ink. He didn’t pull his punches. He 
named names. 

He began by attacking the crooked banking 
houses and the financier-politicians who had bilked 
trusting Californians of untold fortunes. 

He took on the bosses who had applied suf- 
ficient pressure on the postmaster to hold the 
post office in a building at an outrageous rental— 
despite the fact a,government-owned building was 
available. 

San Franciscans were paying $137 a quarter 
merely for the use of a post office box! 

California soon began to hear the voice of 
James King of William. In two months, The 
Bulletin had the largest circulation in the city. 
In six months it had the largest in the West. 

Politicians made threats—and King answered 
them in his columns by publishing the route he 
walked between his home and office. 

A banker, more subtle than the gangsters, 
called on him. He offered aid—-financial aid. He 
reminded the young editor that no newspaper had 
ever attacked his banking firm and remained un- 
silenced. 

King listened. Then he told the whole story to 
his readers in the columns of The Bulletin. 

When his newspaper was little more than a 
monih old, James King of William told the world 
his sleeves were rolled for pitched battle. He 
acknowledged the threats and wrote: 

“War, then, is the cry, is it? 

“War between the prostitutes and gamblers 
on ong side and the virtuous and respectable 
on the other; war to the knife and the knife 
to the hilt. 

“Be it so, then, gamblers of San Fran- 
cisco; you have made your election and we 
are ready on our side for the issue.” 

Then came the murder of United States Mar- 
shal William H. Richardson—shot and killed with- 
out warning by a notorious gambler named 
Charles Cora, a pal of the politicians in power. 

The Cora case dragged on and got nowhere. 

The underworld prepared for the trial—and 
not too quietly. Word got around that a fund of 
. $40,000 was being raised to “fix” the jury. 

James King of William learned of the plot— 
and promptly exposed it. 

He began barraging James Casey, a member 
of the Board of Supervisors ind a consort of Cora. 
On May 14, 1856, The Bulletin disclosed that

BY UNANIMOUS decision, the U. S. Supreme 
Court recently upheld a Miami, Fla., news- 
paper's right to criticize a court, dismissing a 
contempt charge against it. Eleven states have 
statutes protecting a newspaperman from being 
compelled to reveal his source of information.

Supervisor Casey had been an inmate of Sing Sing 
prison where he served two years for larceny. 

King had the official records from New York 
to back up his charges. 

The ink on The Bulletin that afternoon had 
hardly dried before Supervisor Casey stormed 
into The Bulletin office. He was excited and short 
of breath. 

“What do you mean by printing that article?” 
the enraged politician demanded. 

“To what article do you King 
countered. 

“To that,” Casey shouted, “which says I was 
a former inmate of Sing Sing prison!” 

Two members of The Bulletin staff stopped 
their work in an adjoining office to listen intently 
to the drama. They heard King inquire softly: 

“Is not that true?” 

“That,” roared Supervisor Casey, “is not the 
question. I don’t wish my past acts raked up; 
on that point I’m sensitive!” 

There was a pause. 

“Are you done?” King demanded. “There’s the 
door—go! Never show your face here again!” 

An hour later, Editor James King of William 
left for home. But he got no farther than the 
corner when Casey stepped out into the street, 
threw back his cape, yelled something and fired 
point-blank. 

The wounded editor of The Bulletin, blood 
gushing from a hole in his chest, staggered across 
the street to an express office. Casey ran for the 
friendly sanctuary of the police station. 

Crowds jammed into Montgomery street and 
before the jail. ‘The Vigilantes, inactive since 
1851, called their members into session. Hun- 
dreds rushed to join them as life slowly ebbed 
from the body of Editor King. 

The next day, King’s editorial column in The 
Bulletin was blank. 

The storm of public indignation grew by the 
hour. The common council refused to meet “be- 
cause of the public excitement.” 

Three days after the shooting, The Bulletin 
reported: 

“We saw this morning, passing into the 
armory of the Vigilance Committee, five dray 
loads of muskets with ammunition.” 
Word of the tragedy reached the 

country. Mass meetings were held. 

The miners of Sonora, hearing sketchy details, 
collected a pool and had a telegraph line kept 
open from San Francisco to furnish them with a 
full account of the shooting and the condition of 
Editor King. 

Women of San Francisco’s law-abiding fami- 
lies stood in front of their homes waiting for the 
carriers to bring the latest word of The Bulletin’s

editor. They spoke bitterly of Casey. 

“If the men don’t hang him,” many of them 
told the newsboys, “the ladies will!” 

San Jose, some 50 miles to the south, sent a 
message that 1,000 men of that city were ready to 
help San Francisco’s Vigilantes. 


HE massed citizenry of Tuolumne County in the 

Mother Lode gathered and adopted a resolu- 
tion pledging assistance. They said Editor King 
already—-in the scant seven months of his news- 
paper career—had checked much of California’s 
corruption “from the judge on the bench to the 
banker beside his stolen wealth.” 

The resolution went on. 

“The San Francisco Bulletin is the only paper 
on the Pacific Coast which has had sufficient 
moral courage to speak out against dishonesty 
and corruption when guilded by wealth and en- 
throned in high places.” 

On the sixth day after the shooting, James 
King of William died. 

While a funeral cortege two miles long made 
Its way through the city to the old cemetery on 
Lone Mountain, the Vigilance Committee was 
busy at old Fort Gunnybags. 

The Vigilantes—some 3,000 strong—may have 
taken the law into their own hands, but they 
were no lynch mob. They had taken Supervisor 
Casey and Gambler Cora from the hands of the 
corrupt politicians. They conducted a fair trial. 

Krom the Vigilante headquarters, Cora and 
Casey stepped to the gallows. They were given 
benefit of the last rites of the church—-and then, 
side by side, were dropped through the traps to 
the same eternal silence they had meted their 
victims. Their bodies swung slowly inthe salt 
breeze for more than an hour. ‘The lesson was not 
lost upon the lawless who looked on. 

The death of James King of William did not 
halt ‘The Bulletin’s fight. It forged ahead and 
ahead-—-and other papers took up the pen for law 
and order and the right to speak aloud against 
evil and corruption. . 

The city once again was returned to the peo- 
ple of San Francisco. 

The Bulletin found a strong and worthy con- 
temporary a year after its founding—-The San 
Francisco Call, which battled for right alongside 
The Bulletin. 


HE CALL was later to find itself carving its 

own colorful history under the editorship of 
another of history’s great newspapermen—the 
late Fremont Older. 

It would seem, as the years passed, that these 
two great newspapers were chosen by destiny to 
unite. In 1914, William: Randolph Hearst pur- 
chased ‘The Call. Seventeen years ago, Mr. Hearst 
bought The Bulletin and wedded the name and 
spirit of two of the West’s most famous publica 
tions into what now is The San Francisco Call- 
Bulletin. 

Just as James King of William’s old Bulletin 
rose to the top of its field, The Call-Bulletin today 
enjoys the largest circulation of any evening 
newspaper in Northern California. 

Every edition that rolls from the great presses 
on the floor below contains a bit of the blood and 
a bit of the spirit of James King of William, a 
guy with guts who once wrote for their sheet.

TINY, fully reconstructed skel- 
eton of an Eohippus, or “Dawn 
Horse”’—-earliest known ances. 

tor of modern horses—now stands 
on a laboratory table of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology, Pasadena. 

Its bones are about 60,000,000 
years old, according to Professor 
Chester Stock, noted paleontologist, 
who directed the skeletal restoration. 

This fossil is the first reconstruc- 
tion as an “open mount,” so that it 
can be viewed from all sides. There 
are two other similar fossils, both 
at the American Museum of Natural 
History, New York, but they are re- 
built as “plaques,” flattened patterns. 
These three Eohippus specimens are 
among the most valuable posses- 
sions of science. 

It may seem incredible, but sci- 
entists say it is true, that such toy 
size horses as the Pasadena specimen 
ywere the ancestors of the modern 
winners of Derby races and of the 
mounts of world conquerors. 

In a special interview for The 
American Weekly, Professor Stock 
stated that his specimen was obtained 
from the rocks of Wyoming of the 
Eocene—“the dawn of the recent”— 
geological age which goes back to 
some 60,000,000 years ago. 

“The discovery of the Eohippus in 
America,” said the scientist, “leaves 
no doubt that horse originated in this 
continent. It provides us with a 
uniquely dramatic and progressive 
example of the evolution of living 
forms.” 

When it was found in the rocks, 
the bones of the midget horse were 
completely crushed and _ flattened. 
Professor Stock’s able staff “prepara- 
tor of fossils and sculptor,” William 
Otto, has succeeded in restoring the 
skeleton to its natural form. The

fragments have been joined with a 
transparent plastic, lucite, so that 
one can see through the body from 
all sides. As now reconstructed, the 
skeleton Eohippus is only 15 inches 
high from the base and has a total 
body length of 30 inches. 

During the Eocene epoch these 
little dawn horses, no bigger than 
small dogs, lived in Wyoming, Utah, 
New Mexico and adjacent regions. 

There is reason to believe that 
even this Eohippus was not the very 
first horse developed by Nature’s 
evolutionary process. 

Scientists are looking for earlier 
ancestors of the horse, which might 
be lying as fossil remains in the 
rocks of more than _ 100,000,000 
years ago. Why is it necessary to 
conceive of a predecessor of the 
Eohippus? 

It is a strange story of increasing 
speed, achieved through changes in 
the form and function of the feet,

Like 
mae... tae 
earliest animals 
had five fingers 
or toes. This pattern was changed 
in the horse. 

“The modern horse,” he pointed 
out, “has only a single toe on each 
of the four feet. The Eohippus has 
the generalized foot form of four 
toes on either front foot and three 
toes on either rear foot.” 

Going still farther backwards, 
scientists admit there might have 
been a five-toed horse. In the develop- 
ment of the horse family it is clear 
that the animal has progressed by 
stressing the use of the third, the 
middle, toe. 

The raised middle toe enabled the 
horse to run faster—to run away 
from its enemy. Such defensive flight 
was necessary only when the early 
horse had to live in the open. 
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The earliest known horse, the Eo- 
hippus, lived in foresis and had plenty 
of natural vegetation cover. It was 
not in much caneer of being pursued. 

AS eD0C.15 sed the forests dis- 
appeared, the West became more and 
more arid and open grasslands re- 
mained. The Miocene epoch of the 
rocks, about 15,000,000 years ago, was 
most critical in the rise of the horse. 
It was then that the forests disap- 
peared, and the horse types of that 
age, represented by the Merychippus 
fossil, were bigger and speedier than 
the earlier forest dwellers. 

The middle toe was further en- 
larged, the teeth became stronger ior 
eating grasses, ie 

As time passed the arched. back 
became flatter, which prepared the 
horse for riding by man still later. 

“The modern horse’ developed 
about a million years ago,” Professor 
Stock said. “That is, it is a contem- 
porary of man himself.” 

Some 10,000,000 years ago, scien- 
tists believe, there was a land con- 
nection between the American and 
Asian continents, above Siberia. Later 
on this bridge was broken. It was 
over this connection that the early 
horse migrated from America to Asia. 

The land bridge at Bering Strait 
was’7 re-established before the Ice 
Age, about 1,000,000 years ago, when 
more American horses migrated to 
the vast Eurasian continent.

He explained gently that his wife, who was at home 
in Kansas City with their five children, was the 
family’s purchasing agent. ‘Then he drove away to 
make a business call. There was nothing in the 
encounter to hint that it marked the beginning of 
a chain of events that was to bring the home-loving 
Mr. Hamilton into the shadow of a Mann Act indict- 
ment and almost ruin him. 

The sales manager completed his calls in Turner 
and headed west. On the town’s outskirts he over- 
took the Mennonite girl, plodding in the sun. 

“Lift?” he called. Gratefully Luzon climbed in 
beside him. Storm clouds gathered unheeded while 
‘he talked to her about his family and his business. 

Luzon spoke bitterly of her own restricted life 
in Argentine, a suburb of Kansas City, Kan., just 
across the river from Kansas City, Mo. She was 
forbidden to go to the theatre, to dance, to meet 
men. Her mother often punished the four Kop- 
penhaver girls for mild transgressions. 

“In a few weeks I'll be 18 years old,” Luzon 
said, “and my only hope is in leaving home.” 

Hamilton was sympathetic. He tried to en- 
courage the girl, telling her of opportunities in 
business for trained girls. He was going on to 
Lawrence. Would she like to ride along and see the 
university campus? 

In Lawrence they visited not only the state uni- 
versity but also the Haskell School. When Hamilton 
paused to make business calls, Luzon went along 
and ate ice cream. When he was ready to start 
for Kansas City she asked to ride to Argentine. 


T WAS 8 P.M. and they had'reached De Soto, 

Kans., when the storm broke. Heavy rain pre- 
vented driving farther on the gravel road. They had 
dinner and decided to leave the car and continue 
on the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad. 

Hamilton bought two tickets to Argentine. He 
intended, as was the custom, to pay his own fare 
across the river in cash, thus saving the interstate 
commerce fee. At Argentine, it was still raining 
hard, and Luzon made another decision. 

“This station is a long way from my home,” she 
told Hamilton. “I'll ride into Kansas City, Mo., and 
take a street car back across the river.” 

Ihe couple reached Kansas City at 10:30 on the

She testified that Hamilton had attempted “liberties” en route 
to Kansas City; how a mysterious drug in her ice cream had lulled 
her; how her captor had supplied two nickels to transport her to 
Argentine and back—a vital prosecution point. 

The defense presented its case, based on the results of Dan- 
nenberg’s investigation. 

Waiters who had served Luzon in Lawrence and De Soto scoffed 
at the idea that she had been drugged. 


AILROAD trainmen testified that Luzon paid her own fare across 

the river on the steam train; street car men recalled that she 

hadn’t used nickels on the trip but received change for larger coins. 

Family friends told of Mrs. Koppenhaver’s strict attitude toward 

her daughters, agreed that she was capable of instilling “melo- 
drama” in Luzon’s mind. 

Edward Hunt, the night man at the ice cream factory, told the 


jury he heard Hamilton beg Luzon on the telephone to 
your mother.”

A sense of fatalism seized 
Hamilton. He drove to the 
hotel, signed the register as ““Wil- 
liam Alexander and wife,” and 
was given a room. He sank into 
a Morris chair and the girl lay 
down on the bed, fully clothed. Ham- 
ilton tried to sleep. In the morning 
they had breakfast and separated. 

They arrested William Hamilton in De Soto that 
afternoon when he called for his car. They showed 
him the newspapers. “Mennonite Beauty, 17, Kid- 

naped.” The stories spoke of white slavery. 
Indignation spread through the countryside. 
Two Turner farm boys had told of seeing the Men- 
nonite girl being forced into an automobile by the 
“kidnaper.” Luzon Koppenhaver had told her par- 

ents a shocking story: 

_ A suave motorist had enticed her from her 
duties, whispered words of love, promised her a life 
of luxury, put drugs in her ice cream, paid her 
transportation to the city, and taken her to a hotel.

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The bewildered Hamilton was taken before U. S. 
Commissioner Roy B. Thompson on Sept. 14, 1916, 
and held for grand jury action. A week later the 
jury indicted him under the Mann Act. 

Defense Attorney George 1. Haight went to Chi- 
cago to the offices of William C. Dannenberg, then 
a private detective, later to become a world-famous 
special agent of the F.B.J. The lawyer Said: 

“Bill, it’s your duty to go down there and clear 
this fellow Hamilton. You helped write the Mann 
Act. You saw blackmailers make use of it and 
fought against that. 


stLJAMILTON is the victim of a miscarriage of jus- 
tice. The Mennonite girl isn’t telling the truth.” 

Bill Dannenberg agreed to help the defense. 

Hamilton, at liberty under bond, told Dannen- 
berg his story, and Dannenberg believed him. 

The payment of transportation costs across state 
lines is vital in any Mann Act case. Dannenberg 
spent weeks tracing the couple’s movements, inter- 
viewing railroad and trolley employes, questioning 
the staff of the Ware Hotel. He dug up some illu- 
minating facts about John and Mildred Koppen- 
haver, the parents. 

He got on a street car late one night and rode 
from Kansas City, through the gloomy stockyards 
district, across the river to Argentine—just as 
Luzon had ridden on the night of Aug. 21. 

Finally, he retained a reputable woman physi- 
cian and called at the Koppenhaver home. He 
questioned and studied the mother, Luzon and her 
sister, LaCygne, a trained nurse. When he left, 
his work was completed. He was ready.

presenting a pet Dannenberg prin 
ciple, since consistentiy upheld by 
higher courts: The “victim” had 
not been transported trom state 
to state with illegal intent; hence, 
no Mann Act violation. 

It wasn’t enough. both counts 
of the indictment were almost 
identical, but the jurors acquitted 
Hamilton of one count and con- 
victed him of the other. The pen- 
alty was four years’ imprisonment 
in the federal penitentiary at Leav- 
enworth, Kans. It didn’t help 
when members of the jury later 
confided to Dannenberg: 

“We agreed Hamilton had no 
evil intent. We doubted that he'd 
violated the law, even technically. 
We aren’t sure yet what went on 
in that hotel room. But we hoped 
to placate the public with our ver- 
dict—-and we felt sure Hamilton 
would get off with a fine or a very 
short prison term.” 

Hamilton fought on to vindicate 
himself. 

Hiis wife, Evelyn, stood by him. 
His appeal was rejected by the Ap- 
pellate Court early in i918, and 
by the Supreme Court in March, 
1919 

Bill” Dannenberg refused to ad- 
mit defeat. He went to Washing: 
ton to confer with James A. Finch, attorney in 
charge of federal pardons. Finch advised: 

“Surrender Hamilton and let him start serving 
his term. Then give me the full story, and all the 
evidence, just as you’ve told it here.” 

Broken and dispirited, Hamilton entered Leaven- 
worth. Dannenberg spent weeks preparing a brief 
which stands today as a model of logic. He sub. 
mitted it to Finch and later pleaded his cause be- 
fore Attorney General A. Mitchell Palmer. 

Early in the fall of 1919, after Hamilton had 
served three months, President V/Joocrow Wilson 
exonerated him and freed him with the first full 
pardon ever granted to a violator of the Mann Act. 

Justice prevailed at dast, and tae vindicated 
Hamilton returned to his family ‘o start life in a 
new field. Bill Dannenberg has won more spectac. 
ular victories. but he views the rescue of an inno- 
cent man the most satisfying of his career. 

At about the time Hamilton was | reed, Luzon 
Koppenhaver gained the simple obtvctive she'd 
been seeking when she led her roadside benefactor 
down the path toward public condem.iation. She 
married a young man from Kansas City—and got 
away from home.

NCE in every three million 
births a child is born with a 
deformity of the skull 

known as scaphocephalus. The 
skull is jutted out in front and flat- 
tened at the sides. 

That is the way Norman Turner, 
Jr., was born six years ago. Sadly 
his mother, a nurse, and his father, 
an automobile upholsterer at Arling- 
ton, Va., learned that the chances of 
their son surviving more than five 
years were slim. 

But today, wearing an artificial 
skull which resembles a football he'- 
met and gives his brain room to ex 
pand, Norman is experiencing all the 
adventures which belong to every 
normal boy. 

Norman’s handicap became more 
evident as he grew. Because the 
skull pressed flat against the sides 
of the head, mental development was 
retarded. 3 

When he was four and a half 
years, 2 series of delicate operations 
were performed by Dr. Vasilios S. 
Lambros, a Washington, D, C., sur- 
geon. He removed bones on the side 
of the skull which caused the pres- 
sure. He also cut away the fibrous 
brain lining and freed the brain. 

The drawing on this page shows 
how the problem was solved. Yet the 
solution gave rise to another. That 
was the constant danger of even the 
slightest blow on the large portion of 
the brain exposed, except for the 
thin covering of skin and hair. 

Hourly, Norman lived in the 
shadow of tragedy. A knock on the 
head or tumble might mean convul- 
sions, insanity or death. 

During the night he would awaken 
after three or four hours of sleep, 
screaming in horror or ‘pain. On a 
few occasions slight mishaps made 
him unconscious for several hours. 

In desperation, Mrs. Turner went 
from doctor to doctor and from one 
prosthetics appliance maker to an- 
other trying to find ‘someone who 
could help her son.

They agreed that an exterior skull 
or helmet would be fine but how 
could an impression of his head be 
made to enable such a helmet to 
be fashioned? 

Plaster of paris, they explained, 
creates heat as it dries and the effect 
of such heat on the brain might 
cause a coma, convulsion or death. 


Finally, Mrs. Turner stumbled on 
someone who had been practically 
under her nose-—an inventor, I. Austin 
Goldman, who also operated a dental 
laboratory in near-by Alexandria, Va. 

Mr. Goldman had a way to take 
the impression, just as he also had 
to his credit a new type electro-mag- 
netic hand with fingers, operated by 
a switch in the mouth and controlled 
by the degree of pressure in biting 
against a tooth, 

The fingers of the hand, which 
are composed of metal coils covered 
with flesh colored plastic skin, relay 
sensations of heat, cold and pressure 
to other parts of the body. 

Goldman also holds patents for 
an artificial nose which wrinkles 
when one smiles, a robot leg operated 
by the mouth like the robot hand and 
arm, and a pistol which inflates tires 
by shooting into them compressed 
air from capsules, thus dispensing 
with tiresome hand pumping. 

Recently, with Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration approval, Goldman opened a 
prosthetics appliance school in Alex- 
andria which he believes to be the 
only one of its kind in the country.

“Tt’s time,” he believes, “for people 
to learn the modern developments in 
this business, so vital to thousands 
of disabled persons, in 
a recognized schoo! and 
not by the present trial- 
and-error apprenticeship 
system.” ‘ 

Mrs. Turner had _ in- 
deed come upon the right 
man because Goldman 
had hit upon a way to 
make such impressions 
early in the war and had 
demonstrated his technique to the 
War Department. Few doctors knew 
his method. 

The simple solution to the prob- 
lem of making an impression of the 
tender brain area was a collodial 
material used in dentistry. Unlike 
the plaster of paris, this plastic does 
not create heat when hardening. 

At Valley Forge General Hospital, 
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Army doctors had used it to make 
impressions of the eye socket for the 
new acrylic eyes for the blind. 

Little Norman sat on a _ stool, 
sniffed the sweet-smelling “eoe-loid” 
plastic-and was not aware that there 
was any great medical importance to 
the inch-thick layer which was be- 
ing painted over his head. 

Taking the impression had been 
about as easy as making mudpies. 
Fashioning the helmet was a tedious, 
painstaking job in which making a 
plaster cast from the colloidal sheli 
was only the first operation, 

Each step had to be plotted mathe- 
matically. Space had to be allowed 
for growth and soft lining while the 
weight would have to be supported 
on the bones at the sides of the head. 

From the original cast two shells 
of aluminum were made. These metal 


forms were then used to mold a 


tough, resilient plastic helmet. 

There is nothing sissy about Nor- 
man’s appearance now. 

When fall comes, he’ll be lugging 
his books to school like any normal 
schoolboy. And his doctor, Vasilios 
lambros, predicts he'll be able to 
hold his own in the classroom, too. 

When Norman reaches maturity 
and his skull completes its growth, he 
will trade tn his plastic helmet for 
tantalum plates.

Dr. Billing Found Smith in the Bathroom 

Holding Up tie Body of His Late Wife. The 

Doctor Was to Recall That the Head Was 
Toward the Tap End of the Tub. 
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By Peter Levins 


ETECTIVE Inspector Arthur Neil of Scot- 
. land Yard.studied the mass of data he had 

gathered during many weeks of painstaking 
investigation, then began to write out his report. 
Upon this report, he well realized, the prosecu- 
tion of the suspect would stand or fall. 

Neil knew he had done a thorough job; 
whether it would suffice remained to be seen. In 
the course of his inquiry, based initially on. 
couple of obscure news items, he had visited 4 
different towns, investigated 21 different bank 
accounts, and interviewed about 150 witnesses. 
All this had to be accomplished without the 
knowledge of the suspect. 

The subject’s name had taken many forms 
in the course of years, but he had started life 
as George Joseph Smith, son of a Bethnal Green, 
London, insurance agent. He had specialized in 
swindling women, and served two brief sentences. 

In August, 1910, posing as “Henry Williams, 
picture restorer,” Smith had married one Beatrice 
Constance Annie Mundy, 33-year-old spinster. He 
was then 38, tall, clean-cut, with a military bear- 
ing and a suave manner. Miss Mundy, long a lonely 
resident of boarding houses, married him at Wey- 
mouth three days after she met him. 

It was quite possible, Neil stated, that the 
bride had deceived Smith as to her financial re- 
sources. True, her late father had left her the 
English equivalent of $12,500; the trouble was 
that her trustee uncle, Herbert Mundy, had in- 
vested this legacy, and she could not touch the 
principal. At the time of the marriage Uncle 
Herbert had on hand for her use about $700. 
Smith instructed her to explain her new status 
and ask that this money be sent to her. 

The uncle demurred. Smith put the matter 
in the hands of a solicitor. The money was sent. 

The day it arrived, Smith placed it all in his 
pocket and disappeared. 

Two years later, after a period of meager 
pickings, he encountered Beatrice at Weston-super- 
Mere. To her misfortune, she succumbed to him 
anew and forgave him after he had signed an 
IOU for $700. 

Immediately Smith trained his sights on that 
$12,500, only to find Uncle 
Herbert annoyingly obdurate. 

Clearly the latter didn’t like: 
him. 

On May 20, 1912, Smith 
(that is, Henry Williams) and 
his wife moved into a house 
on High St., Herne Bay. On 
July 8, the couple visited a 
local solicitor and each signed 
a will naming the other as 
sole beneficiary. 

As the house on High St. 
had no bath, Smith now in- 
stalled one. It was a tin tub 
which he purchased for — $8. 

Two days later he took Bea- 
trice to see a young physician 
named French. From what 
Smith told him, the doctor de- 
cided that the woman suffered 
from epilepsy. At the hus- 
band’s suggestion, Dr. krench 
called the next day, to find 
his patient looking well. 

The next day, July 13, the 
doctor received a note from 
Smith in which he stated. that 
he was “afraid” his wifé was 
dead. .Dr. French quickly con- 
firmed. this. Beatrice lay in 
the tin tub; a piece of soap 
clutched in one hand. 

Uncle Herbert favored a 
post-mortem, but a coroner's 
jury decided that “the cause 
of death was that while 
ing a bath she had an epilep- 
tie seizure, causing her to fall 
back into the water of the 
bath and to be drowned.” 

Within a matter of days, Smith had the $12,500.

[Name fall of 1913, while sojourning at South- 

sea, he met Miss Alice Burnham. a professional 
nurse, whose father was a retired coal merchant 
of Aston Clifton. Smith insured her life for .$2,500 
and married her the next day. 

Did She have any cash on hand? Well, her 
father had about $500 that belonged to her. 

“Send for it,” Smith told her in effect. 

She did so. The father demurred. She wrote 
again on Nov. 22. Still no result. 

“Outrageous,” Smith snorted.

Burnham also saw a lawyer, who politely re- 
quested that Smith give some sort of account 
of himself. That is, describe his business, family

background, etc. Smith replied: 

“Sir— 

“In answer to your application my 
parentage and age, etc. My mother 
was a Buss horse, my father a cab 
driver, my sister a Roughrider over 
the Artic regions, brothers were all 
galant sailors on a steamroller.” 

He got the $500. 

The insurance policy arrived on Dec. 

8. That same day they drew up wills 
naming each other sole beneficiary. That 
done, Smith took his bride to Blackpool, 
where he sought a house with a bath. He 
rented an apartment on Cocker St. for 10 
Shillings a week “including use of bath,” 

Dec. 8 The. newlyweds visited a doctor. 
Smith confided that his wife suffered from 
headaches, 

Dec. 11.. As the landlady and her family were 
about to have dinner, water was observed trick- 
ling through the ceiling of the kitchen, directly 
below the bathroom. At about the same time, 


Smith entered the kitchen with a bag of eggs he 


had just bought for next 
morning’s breakfast. He 
went upstairs at once, then 
shouted to those below that 
he had called to his wife in 
the bathroom, but she h:dn't 
answered him. He stfgested 
that someone get Dr. Billing. 
Dr. Billing found Smith in 
the bathroom holding up the body of his 
late wife. The head was toward the tap 
end of the tub. 


Coroner’s jury-ruling: that the deceased had 
drowned accidentally, “probably through being 
seized with a fit or faint.” Smitb collected. 

In November, 1914, he met Margaret Elizabeth 
Lofty, a lady’s companion. He met her at Clifton 
end married her at Bath on Nov. 17. He insured 
the new bride’s life for $3500, then used her 

savings, $90, as train fare to. 
London and room .rent in 
Highgate, including use of 
bath. 

Smith—now using the name 
John Lloyd—took Margaret to 
see a doctor. As she appeared 
to be-troubled with violent 
headaches, Dr. Bates decided 
She had incipient influenza, 
gave her a prescription, and 
sent her home to bed. En 
route, the newlyweds visited a 
solicitor and made wills. 


On Dec. 17, at 7:30 p. m.,.the 
landlady of the house on Bis- 
mark Rd., a Miss Blatch, in- 
formed Mrs. Lloyd that her 
bath was ready. Mrs. Lliovd 
thanked her and started 
toward the bathroom. Miss 
Blatch heard footsteps on the 
stairs, and a few minutes later 
heard the sound of splashing. 
Also what sounded like a sigh. 

Smith (Mr. Lloyd) began 
playing the organ in the par- 
lor. ‘Ten minutes later he left 
the house, and returned with 
a bag of tomatoes. 

“Margaret!” he called, out- 
side the bathroom. 

No answer. 

Margaret, it developed, lay 
dead in the tub. Again the 
head lay toward the narrow 
end. 

Verdict: Accidental] death. 

Three days later, Smith im- 
structed a solicitor at Shep- 
herd’s Bush to obtain probate of the will, and to 
collect the insurance. 

Detective Inspector Neil, having reached this 
portion of his feport, knew that his superiors at 
the Yard were well aware of what had happened 
next. Two persons in @ifferent parts of England 
had read the newspaper report of the inquest 
upon Margaret Lofty Lloyd, and each had reacted 
in a similar way. 

One, Charles Burnham, father of Alice, had 
sent the item to the Aylesbury police, along with 
a clipping from a Blackpool paper telling about 
the inquest into his daughter’s death. ‘The other, 
husband of the landlady at Cocker St., Biackpool, 
had sent the items to Scotland Yard. 

So Detective Neil had gone to work, with the 
result that Smith was arrested on Feb. 1, 1915,

as it was dubbed in the newspapers, opened in 
Old Bailey on June 22, 1915, before Mr. Justice

The defense insisted that the prosecution could 
not prove how Smith had killed his brides. The 
prosecution, thus challenred, called Sir Bernard 
spilsbury, the famed pathologist, to the. stanc, 
and he proceeded to give demonstrations with 
the help of hospital nurses in bathing suits. (One 
of them almost drowned right in court.) 


Sir Bernard’s tests showed that Smith had 
probably thrust the head of each victim under 
the water with one hand, while grasning her under 
the knees and lifting the body until she was aj] 
but standing on her head. 

Smith did not take the stand. 
called no witnesses. 


Ilis counsel 


N HIS instructions to the jury, Justice Scrut- 
ton summarized these coincidences: 

1. In each of the three tragedies, death had 
occurred in a bath. 

2. In each case the door was unlocked. 

3. In each case the bride had willed her estate 
to her husband immediately before her death. 

4. In two of the three cases the bride had 
taken out a life insurance policy. 

». In each of the cases all the assets of the 
bride had been realized. 

6. In each case the woman was taken fo a 
physician shortly before her death, and that same 
physician had been summoned after death. 

7. In each case the victim’s relatives had been 
written to within 24 hours of her demise. 

8. In each case the defendant had gone out to 
buy food before the body was discovered. 

9. In each case Smith had left the body in the 
tub until some other person had seen it, 

10. In each case the death had followed imme- 
diately after a false marriage. 

11. In each case the accused benefited directly. 

12. In eech case the body was buried at the 
least possible cost and the most possible speed, 

13. In each case Smith had returned immedci- 
ately to a woman (Edith Pegler) whom he had 
married back in July, 1908. 

Detective Neil had done a thorough job, and 
it more than sufficed. Almost unaided, he had 
built up a complete case against perhaps the clev- 
erest murderer in English criminal history. Smith 
kept insisting that a coincidence wasn’t evidence; 
apparently it never occurred to him that it is the 
coincidence of.repetition which almost invariably 
undoes the repeating type of killer, 

Smith continued to argue until, on Aug. 13, 
1915, he was dragged to the gallows and hanged.

ALDNESS—a subject of 

top interest to men 
everywhere with defoliated 
domes —has become the 
leading conversational topic 
in i-gypt, following a report 
that the land of the Nile 
probably has more bald 
men,, On a comparative 
population basis, than any 
other on earth. 

Advocates of moderniza- 
tion have jumped in to at- 
tack the tarbush, Egypt’s 
version of the fez. It’s re- 


sponsible, they charge, be- 
cause it fits so tightly it 
keeps the hair from get- 
ting proper airing. 

Defenders of the tarbush 
blame the Nile. They sus- 
pect that the ancient river, 
chief water source for 
Egyptian households, con- 
tains chemicals with a ten- 
dency to kill hair. 

This group points out that

F YOU want handsome 
hair, be like the wise gar- 
dener who cultivates his 
plants to yield those spec- 
tacular Blue Ribbon 
Blooms.

Let the Label Help You 


By DORIS DENISON 


NFORMATIVE labels on 

clothing and fabrics are 
a great help to you in buy- 
ing wisely, especially these 
days when there are _ so 
many new fibers and tex- 
tures in fabrics on the mar- 
ket. Not even an expert can 
actually see or feel the qual- 
ities that make a fabric 
serviceable. They are hid- 
den in the dyeing, construc- 
tion and finishing of the 
fabric and only scientific 
testing can reveal them. In- 
formative labels give you 
the results of these tests. 


What a Tag Should Tell 
A GOOD tag gives in 

simple, concise  lan- 
guage accurate information 
which answers such ques- 
tions as: What is the fabric 
made of? Should it be 
washed or cleaned? Will it 
wear well? 

Knowledge of what the 
fabric is made of—that is, 
the fiber content—is useful 
in determining methods of 
care. If, for example, any 
acetate rayon is present, a 
cool iron should be used in 
pressing. The Federal Trade 
Commission requires that 
the label state if a fabric is 
made of rayon, wool, re- 
processed wool, or reused 
wool. When these are used 
in mixtures, the percent- 
ages must be given. Ex- 
ample: 60% wool, 25% re- 
processed wool, 15% cotton. 

The recommended meth- 
od of care is clearly stated 
on a good label. If the fab- 
ric is washable, specific in- 
structions for washing are 
given. If dry cleaning is 
suggested, don’t try to.wash 
the garment yourself, for 
this information has been 
obtained by putting the fab- 
ric through severe, thor- 
ough laboratory tests for 

‘ashing or dry cleaning, 
shrinkage, stretch, and de- 
gree of color fastness, 

Residual Shrinkage 

LABEL which states 

that the garment has 
been “preshrunk” does not 
give enough information. 


- The residual shrinkage, that 


is the amount of shrinkage 
to be expected after a gar- 
ment has been laundered or 
dry cleaned __ repeatedly, 
should also be given. This 
is expressed in percentages, 
and may run from 1% to 
5% or more. A dress labeled 
1% residual shrinkage 
means that it will still fit 
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well after many washings. 
But with as much as 3% 
residual shrinkage, it might 
be wise to buy the dress a 
size larger to allow for 
shrinkage unless there are 
good seams and a hem that 
can be let out. Dresses with 
more than 3% residual 
Shrinkabe are not usually 
good buys. A man’s shirt 
should not have more than 
2% residual shrinkage, and 
preferably less. Three per 
cent residual shrinkage 
changes the collar size ™% 
inch, the chest 12-5 inches, 
and the sleeve 355 of an 
inch. 


Color Fastness 

HEWN a label states that 

a garment can. 0be 
washed by hand or machine 
or that it can be _ satis- 
factorily dry cleaned, it is 
understood that, if instruc- 
tions are followed, the color 
will not fade noticeably. Re- 
sistance to fading by light 
is important to know if a 
garment is to be worn out 
of doors, and especially on 
the beach. Such garments 
must have a higher resist- 
ance to fading by light than 
those worn out of the sun, 
such as evening dresses or 
house dresses. 


Special Finishes 


GARMENT which has 

a water repellent finish 
sheds water, but may not 
keep the water out in a 
hard rain. It will protect 
very well against showers 
and moisture. Some dress 
and drapery fabrics are 
given a water repellent fin- 
ish to help them resist soil 
and stains. The tag should 
indicate if the water repel- 
lent finish will be removed 
by laundering or dry clean- 
ing. If you need a garment 
that will withstand hours of 
hard rain, be sure the tag 
says “waterproof” and not 
“water repellent.” 


What You Can Do 

/F YOU ask for informative 

labels on the clothes and 
fabrics you buy, you will 
encourage more and more 
organizations to undertake 
testing and labeling pro- 
grams. Retailers will bring 
your demands to the atten- 
tion of manufacturers.
